MONTREAL,  June  17.— C!onslderable 
time  will  be  required,  according  to  tbe 
Ottawa  oorresiKmdent  of  The  Montreal 
Star,  to  work  out  details  of  the  plan 
disoussed  at  the  oapltal  on  Thursday 
afternoon  between  representatives  of  the 
Dominion  and  Ontario  Oovemments  In 
regard  to  recruiting,  and  the  need  of 
fo^owlng  such  lines  as  will  conserve  sg- 
rteultural  and  Industrial  labor  essential 
to  tbe  war. 

"It  wil  be  necessary,"  Tbe  Star's  oar- 
respondent  says,  "to  consult  all  the 
provinces  In  elaborating  a  general  plan.

Tha  term   "accult"   la  almost  anatbe- 
BMk  to  many  yery  excellent  people.     It 
la.  avary^  \-  >f ^ofiSfiaad.  to.  algnlfy.  aomathlng  4hat^ 
la      at     least     uncanny     and     possibly 
very  wicked.     The  reason  is  that  it  has 
been  employed  by  eo  many  ,faklrs  apd 
atkar   absurd   people.     It   has   been'  ex- 
ploited   for   ihe    purpose    of      drawing 
iponey  out  of  the  pocketa  of  the  weak- 
qilnded.  .The  reault  is  that  when  one 
speaks  of  the  occult,  ne  Is  ass..me<i  tn 
give   evldeace    of    gullibility.    Yot    the 
word  le  innocent  enough.  It  only  means 
"bidden."     The  force  of  gravity  to  oc- 
cult: we  knoip  It  must  sxist  beeauae  of 
Ita  operations.    That  mysterious  agen- 
cy wa  call  life  Is  occult:  but  it  Is  very 
/Teal.     Tha    Universe    is    maintained    by 
accult  forcae;  every  detail  of  what  we 
see  and  are  baa  its  foundation  In  the 
accult,  which   la  only  as   if  we  should 
say  tbat  we  know  that  things  are,  but 
we  do  not  know  why  they  are.     What- 
ever   Is    beyond      the      limitations    of 
human  knowledge  Is  occult;  when  once 
we  get  to  know  It  It  ceases  to  be  oc- 
cult  but  so  far  as   human  knowledge 
has  yet   penetrated   into  the  mysteries 
of   things   there   remains,   snd  perhaps 
always  will  remain,  a  vast  realm  that 
Is  occult 

L«t  us  take  an  example.  EVaryone 
knows  ibiBtthlng  of  What  used  to  be ' 
called  mesmerism,  waa  later  epoken  of 
ae  animal  magnetism  and  is  now  gen- 
erally referred  to  as  hypnotism.  For 
a  lang  time  the  possibility  of  produc- 
ing the  phenomena  assigned  to  one  or 
the  other  of  these  causes  was  un- 
known to  our  civilisation  and  our  sci- 
entific investigatera  The  whole  eubject 
was  occult  to  the  extent  that  no  one 
knew  anytking  whatever  about  it 
Frederlch  Meamer.  In  17at,  was  the 
first  person  known  to  have  collated  ev- 
idence shewing  that  there  was  an 
agency  whereby  diseases  could  be 
cured  by  the  employment  Of  a  force 
apparently  Innate  in  certain  Indlvlduala 
These  phenomena  were  akin  to  thoae 
spoken  of  ky  St  Jamca.  In  his  Bpistts, 
when  be  wrote:  'They  ehall  lay  bands 
upon  ths  sick  and  they  shall  recover." 
Meemer  aaeaciated  this  agency  with  re- 
ligion, but  adimtiflc  contemporariea  ax- 
plained  tt  by  aaying  It  waa  due  ta  an- 
latal  magnetsm.  and  we  have  before 
tta  ane  ytty  high  aelentillc  authority 
whieh  saya  that  this  axplanatlon  takes 
mesnierism  out  of  (ha  raalm  of  the 
occult,  aa  if  anything  could  ^possibly 
ba  more  occult  than  magnctlem, 
whether  mtoeral  or  animal. 

From  meamariam  aa  '  a  beginning 
there  hae  grown  up  a  vast  volunie  of 
Phenomena,  soma  of  them  undoubtedly 
fraudatoat  and  athara  apparently  wall 
established.  Among  them  ar^  thaaa 
thlnga  explained  as  due  to  telepathy.

tlOB  to  othare.  ^rit  laPuenee,  aad  eo 
OB.  Selanca  haa  bean  farced  to  admit 
that  here  la  a  Held  for  Investlgatidn 
aad  the  whole  doOMto  Is  aaw  known 
as  the  psychic,  a  word  that  has  been 
well  datnad  to  one  of  the  dle^ienariea 
aa  meaalag  tha  pHhOpto.Pf  Ufa .

Wliat  aad  tolaa  have  been  told  of  the 
sufferlnaa  of  the  wives  of  Inveatore! 
Oreat  men.  abaortod  by  a  aia«le  Idea, 
have  saerinced  all.  that  they  micht  put 
H  Into  material  shape.  Often  their  an* 
xietlee  and  privations  were  ahared  by 
the  wives,  who  were  denied  th«  consola- 
tion of  the  faith  that  buoyed  up  their 
husbands,  and,  when  success  eame.  It 
was  too  late  for' the  poor,  brojipn  woman 
to  fnjoy   the   triumph. 

lite  modern  world  is  Icinder  to  its  In- 
ventors. The  man  whose  n<ad  has 
eeacMved  a  vreat  plan  seldom  wants 
aotoeone  who  has  the  means  to  carry  It 
out  At  least.  jin«Uallno  liarconl,  the 
Inventor  of  wireless  telegraphy,  found 
thet  his  Invention  was  very  welcome. 
He  was  bom  near  Bologna  of  an  lullan 
father  and  an  I^sb  mother.  Ha  studied 
first  at  Lischem  and  afterwards  at  Bo- 
losna  Unlversltr.  where  he  came  under 
tna  Inflnenoa  at  itigta,  a  fanons  student 
of  modem  electricity.  When  he  was 
confident  that  wireless  telearraphy  was 
feaslMe  be  offered  his  servlees  to  the 
Italian  Government.  Finding  the  offi- 
cials were  not  Interested,  he  went  0 
Ensland  In  19*6.  There,  in  the  postal 
telecraph  service,  he  found  lA  Sir  Wil- 
liam Pesrce  one  who  had  been  on  the 
eve  of  the  last  discovery  he  had  made, 
but  was  mavnantmous  enouch  to  allow 
the  yonnv  Italian  to  oarry  out  his  plans. 
Stations  were  opened  first  on  land  and 
then  across  the  Channel  at  Boulogne. 

It  was  not  lonir  before  Italy  sought 
the  services  she  had  rejected,  recognis- 
ing Us  value  to  the  fleet.  In  IMl  a  sig- 
nal was  received  by  Marooni  on  the 
Irish  Coast  from  8t.  John's,  Newfound- 
land, and  the  next  year  a  tranaatlantio 
raeatoge  was  sent  in  1909  Marooni  re- 
ceived the  Nobel  prise.  The  inventor  is

Oar  Valrendty 

The  Unlversltr  of  British  Columbia 
has  completed  Ms  first  year,  and  the 
t^ys  and  girls  In  the  High  Schools 
tliroughout  the  Province  will,  In  a  few 
days,  be  taking  the  examlnatlone,  the  f 
suooeesful  i»asslng  of  whioh  will  en- 
title them  to  admission  to  Its  portals. 
In  Its  first  year  the  University  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  sent  out  forty-one  gradu- 
ates In  arU.  Had  It  not  been  that  since 
the  war  began  a  number  of  students 
have  enlisted,  the  pass  list  would  have 
been  larger.  Next  year  degrees  will  be 
granted  In  science,  as  well  as  in  arts. 
Does  it  mean  nothing  to  parents  In 
Victoria  that  their  sons  and  daughters 
may  raeetve.  within  a  few  houre'  Jour- 
bey  of  Victoria,  an  education  that  will 
entitle  them  to  an  equal  rank  with 
graduates  from  any  of  the  larger  unl- 
vereitlee  of  danada.  or  enable  them  to 
enter  upon  post-graduate  courses  else- 
where? 

This  university  of  ours  has  not  sprung 
up  over  night.  Quietly  and  steadily  Us 
foundations  have  been  laid  through 
many  years.  It  Is  young  only  in  the 
sense  that  our  Province  itself  Is  young. 
Yet.  since  the  beginnings  of  recorded 
time,  material  has  Dean  accumulating 
for  the  uee  of  our  students.  To  make 
thta  material  available  to  them  Is  the 
work  of  the  tJaiverstty  teachera. 

It  Is  mora  than  twenty  years  since  the 
first  step  was  taken  to  empower  the  af- 
mtatlon   of     the   High    Schools   of     the 
Province    with    recognised    universities. 
In  bringing  this  about  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Bducatlen.  Dr.  Alexander  Robin- 
son, made  represenutloas  which  led  to 
the  action  taken  by  the  Oovemment  of 
the  day.     He  wae  then  teaching  in  the 
High  School  at  Vancouver,  and  was  In 
a  iMsltlon  to  learn  of  how  much  value 
it  would  be  to  graduates  to  have  their 
standing   recognised   In   Eaetern   univer- 
aitiea      Owtag    to    tba.  distance    from 
oentres  of  learning,  it  would  be  a  etlU 
greater  help  It  they  could  continue  their 
studies  at  home.

But  long  before  thie  the  Oovemment 
of  the  Provinoa  bad  determined  that  it 
wae  time  to  throw  away  all  leading 
strings  and  establish  a  Provincial  Unl- 
verelty. Hon.  H.  S.  Toung  wae  Mla- 
ister  of  Bducatlon  when,  in  ItOt,  the 
Oovemment  passed  a  Uaivarsity  Ba- 
dowment  Act,  setting  apart  S,04>0  acres 
of  land  for  the  endowment  of  the  com- 
ing Unlverelty.  In  .1»1«  th«  miti  it 
Point  Orey,  Vancouver,  was  selected, 
and  In  IftlS.  on  August  SI.  the  flrat  co4- 
vocation  was  held,  at  which  thellOn.  F. 
Carter-Cotton  was  chosen  chancellor, 
and  a  number  of  senators  elected.  Ija 
March  of  the  following  year' tbe  Lieu- 
tenant -  Ooverndr  -in  -  Council  ap^lnted 
the  president.  P.  T,  Wesbro6k.>-  WLA., 
M.D..  CM.,  L.L.D.,  and  a  board  of  gov- 
ernors. ' 

Plans  for  the  buildings  were  prepare^, 
but  the  outbreak  of  war  in  Auguet  1*1<..' 
made  It  necessary  -to.  suspend  wArk. 
Dean  Kllnck  had^beennMlected  ta*  the 
raeulty  of  Agriculture,  and  Dean  Brook, 
came  from  Ottawa  to  be  the  head  of  itlie 
niculty  of  Applied  Sclenca  Ae  Yic- 
toriani  already  know.  Dean  Brock  le  nofv 
an  officer  In  the  University  Corps  of  the 
Province.  UnUl  li»lS  the  Royal  Institu- 
tion for  the  Advanoement  of  Learning, 
of  which  Hon.  F.  Carter-Cotton,  the 
chancellor  of  the  new  University,  waa 
president  and  a  steady  friend,  had  car- 
ried on  University  work  in  the  Province. 
When,  In  that  year,  the  University  of 
British  Columbia  entered  upon  Us  work 
of  teaching,  students  were  prepared  to 
begin  their  fourth  year  in  arts  and  their 
third  year  In  science.  As  most  readere 
already  know,  Mr.  Howard  Russell,  M. 
A.,  and  Mr.  Fred  Wood,  who  had  lately 
returned  from  a  post-graduate  course  In 
Harvard,  received  appolntmente,  the 
,  flret  on  the  mathematical  staff,  the  lat- 
ter as  assistant     profeesor  in     Knglish. 

This  year  Oeorge  E.  Roblneon,  B.  A., 
who  was  registrar  at  the  opening  of  the 
University,  has  received  the  well-earned 
honor  of  being  appointed  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts.  There  are  splendid 
men  on  the  staff  to  whioh  our  Provin- 
cial University  has  fallen  heir,  who 
have  eince  been  appointed,  but  there  It 
not  one  among  them  who  will  not  be 
ready  to  acknowledge  that  It  le  very 
largely  due  to  the  ability  and  unweary- 
ing fldellty  of  the  acting  principal  of 
Vancouver  College  that  the  British  Col- 
umbia University  entered  upon  Its  ca- 
reer with  a  stoOBnt  body  of  which  many 
an  older  institution  might  well  ba  proud. 
They  know,  too.  that  their  leader  hae 
a  love  for  sound  learninc  and  a  hatred 
of  anything  that  eavors  of  pretenca 
President  Wesbrook  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  the  choice  he  has  made  for  the 
head  of  what  old-fashioned  people  re- 
gard as  his  most  Important  faculty. 
Victoria  Is  specially  Intereated  in  two 
other  appointments.  We  are  all  sure 
that  Mr.  8.  J.  Willie  will  be  a  eouroe  of 
strength  to  the  department  of  claeelcs, 
and  that  if  Mr.  Elliott  Is  chosen,  he  will 
do  excellent  work  in  science. 

The  foundations  of  the  University,  so 
fnr  as  It  oonslsts  of  living  men  and 
women,  have  been  well  and  truly,  if 
modestly,  laid.  That,  before  many  years 
noble  and  beautiful  buildings,  eultable 
in  every  reepect  for  the  work  to  be 
carried  on,  may  be  erected.  In  the 
meantime,  our  youth  will  be  none  the 
worse  for  learning  the  lesson  of  econ- 
omy that  the  ttmporHry  accomomodation 
mutely   teachee.  .

•  "The  most  annoying  offenders  In  con- 
nection   with    motor    car    speeding    are 
those  who  persist  in  driving  their  cars 
without    speedometers."    said    a    motor- 
cycle   policeman    rec«^ntly.    -'"Of   course, 
our  machines  are  all  equipped  with  ac- 
curate magnetic  speedometers,   but  that 
doesn't   make  any  difference  to   the   of- 
fending driver.     If  we  catch  him  going  ' 
thirty-flve   miles   an   hour   and    point    to ; 
ou   rspeedometers  as  verification  of  the  \ 
charge   ws   make  against   him,   he  often  '< 
has  tbe  nerve   to  say   that,    because   he 
Is  accustomed  to  driving  a  car,  he  can 
estimate  the  time  he  Is  making  without 
usiag  any  mechanical  device.     However, 
the  Court  generally  becka  us  up,  and  if 
our  speedometers  as  verlfloatlon  of  the 
thlrty-flve    miles    aa    hour,    the    charge 
we  make  Is  upheld. 

"Any  .  experienced  motor  car  driver 
who  will  tell  the  truth,  knows  that  It 
Is  absolutely  Immssible  for  him  to  regu- 
late hts  speed  without  the  aid  of  some 
mechanical  devica 

"A  lltUe  while  ago  a  friend  of  mine, 
whose  car  is  equipped  with  a  magnetic 
speedometer,  argued  that,  through  his 
acquaintance  with  the  driving  qualities 
of  his  machine,  he  could  tell  the  speed 
he  wae  malting  without  reference  to  the 
apeetlometer.  He  said  the  speedometer 
was  more  valuable  for  information  ccn- 
ceming  the  diataaee  traveled.  I  asked 
him  to  Uke  me  for  a  ride,  and  I  would 
prove  to  him  that  he  was  wrong. 

"We  got  out  on  a  country  road,  and  I 
asked  him  to  let  her  out  At  tho  same 
time  I  covered  up  the  speedometer  with 
my  hand.  '  'How  fast  are  we  going 7*  I 
asked.  "About  twenty-seven  or  twenty- 
eight  miles  an  hour,'  he  replied.

The  fact  that  Amr 
erican  Independence  was  wrested  by 
force  from  Great  Britain  colors  the 
whole  view  which  some  Americatte  take 
of  .the  "natural"  relatiana  between  the 
two  communities.  Others  are  Impatient 
of  anything  which  they  regard  as  a  sen- 
timental appeal  to  community  of  race; 
holding  that  In  respect  of  Important 
■ectlonn  of  the  American  people  thla 
community  of  race  doea  not,  in  fact, 
exist.  Others,  again,  think  that  any 
argument  based  on  a  similarity  of  lawa 
and  Institutioqs  belittles  the  greatneaa 
of  America's  contribution  to  the  politi- 
cal development  of  the  modem  wirld.

The  following  statement  was  made  by 
Mr.  Balfpur  in  a  recant  Interview  with 
Mr.  Kklward  Mamhall,  the  well  known 
American  journallat,  for  i>ublieatlon  In 
the  United  SUtes: 

Tha  phrase  "freedem  of  the  seas"  Is 
naturally  attractive  to  British  and  Am- 
erican ears.  For  the  extenaton  of  free- 
dom Into  all  departments  of  life  and 
over  the  whole  world  has  been  one  of 
the  chief  aspirations  of  tha  KngllHh- 
apeaklng  peoplea,  and  efforts  towards 
that  «nd  have  formed  no  small  part  of 
their  contribution  to  olvlllaation.  But 
"freedom"  la  a  word  of  many  meanings; 
and  we  shall  do  well  to  consider  In 
what  maaning  the  Oermans  use  It,  when 
they  hak  for  It,  not  (It  may  be  safely 
a^d)' '  baeaoae  they  love  freadom,  but 
because  they  hate  Britain! 

About  the  "freedom  of  the  aeas"  In 
one  sense  we  are  an  agreed.  England 
and  Holland  fought  for  It  in  timea 
•eaa>  l>p>  To  their  auoeaaa  the  Vnlted 
nta'td*  may  ba  aald  to  owe  its  very  es- 
Istanoe.  For  if,  90ft  years  ago,  the  marl- 
tlma  elahaa  of  Spain  and  PoHugal  had 
been  adiHltted,  whatever  else  North 
Amarteft  mICht  have  been  it  would  not 
hava  baon  dOngUah-speaklng.  It  neither 
would-  hhv*,^«ipIoyed  the  language,  nor 
obeyed  fha  ntwa  nor  enjoyed  the  inatl- 
tuttans  whiflh.  In  tha  laat  analyala.  are 
of  British  origin.

Whether,  therefore,  you  atudy 
political  thought  In  Great  Britain  or 
America,  In  Canada,  or  In  Auatralia,  you 
will  And  it  preaents  the  sharpest  and 
most  irreconcilable /Contrast  to  political 
thought  In  the  Prussian  Kingdom,  or 
in  that  Oerman  Empire  Into  which  with 
no  modification  of  aims  or  spirit,  the 
Prussian  Kingdom  has  developed.  Hold- 
ing, as  I  do,  that  thla  war  la  eaaentlally 
a  struggle  between  these  two  Idaala  of 
ancient  growth,  '^•'cannot  doubt  that  In 
the  reault  of  that  struggle  America  Is 
no  less  concerned  than  the  British  Em- 
j>ire.

paper  unless  they  can  be  enforced.  We 
delude  ourselvea  If  we  think  we  are 
doing  God  service  merely  by  paasing 
good  resolutions.  What  la  needed  now. 
and  will  be  needed  so  long  as  militar- 
ism -Is  unconquered,  is  the  machinery 
for  enforcing  them;  and  the  contrivance 
of  such  a  machinery  will  tax  to  Its  ut- 
most the  statesmanship  of  the  world. 

I  have  no  contrllnition  to  make  to  the 
aolutlon  of  the  problem.  'Tat  thla  miich 
seems  clear.  If  there  la  to  be  any  effec- 
tive aanctlon  behind  the  desire  of  the 
EIngllsh-speakIng  peoples  to  preserve  the 
world's  peace  and  the  free  development 
of  the  nations,  that  sanction  must  con- 
Btst  largely  In  the  potential  use  of  sea- 
power.  For  two  generations  and  more' 
after  the  laat  grea^  war  Britain  waa 
without  a  rival  on  tha  aea.  During  this 
period  Belgium  beoange  a  state,  Greece 
secured  her  Independence,  the  unity  of 
Italy  waa  achieved,  tbe  South  American 
Republlea  were  established,  the  Monroe 
Doctrine  came  Into  being. 

To  me  it  seems  that  the  lesson  to  be 
drawn  from  history  by  those  who  love 
peace,  freedom  and'  security  is  not  that 
Britain  and  America  should  be  deprived, 
or  should  deprive  themaclves  \>f  the 
maritime  powers  they  now  possess,  but 
that,  if  possible,  those  powers  should 
be  organised  In  thelntereats  of  aa  Ideal 
common  to  the  two  states,  an  Ideal 
upon  whose  progressive  realisation  the 
happiness  end  peace  of  the  world  must 
Ihrgely  depend.

"This  extraordinary  playar  voltu- 
teered  aa  a  young  man  in  tha  French 
army  against  the  Prussians  in  the  War 
of  the  Revolution.  In  an  early  engage- 
ment he  fell  before  the  oharge  of  th« 
enemys*  cavalry.  One  alaahed  opan  hit 
skull,  diibUier  cut  at  Hik  ^ac*;  a  ihfrd  " 
kindly  chopped  off  hia  right  hand  aivl  i 
the  rest  jrode  backwaras  and  forwarda 
over  hia  body.  These  crude  sut-glcal 
operations  seem  to  hava  had  a  mlrad^- 
lous  effect  upon  his  mind.  Hpon  his  uli- 
ex  pec  ted  recovery  to  health  ha  waa 
transferred  to  the  Commissariat,  and 
here  had  leisure  to  learn  games.  He 
became  one  of  the  finest  Polish  draughta' 
and  whist  playera  in  Earope;  aortlng. 
playing  and  gathering  hia  tricks  with 
his  one  left  hand.  His  skill  aa  ft  bil- 
Ilard  Player  was  more  than  respectable, 
and  as  a  chees  player  he  learnt  the 
moves  and  became  first  rata  In  four

M.  OullUume  Le  Breton  Deaohapallea 
waa  not  the  kind  of  man  to  cloak  hlm- 
eelf  with  modesty.  He  relatea  that  he 
antarad  Berlin  with  the  French  army 
after  Jena.  Here,  after  parading  his 
magnificence  for  some  time  at  tha 
Chees  Club,  he  offered  the  odds  of  a 
rook  and  to  play  for  any  sUke  name^. 
He  played  three  games,  winning  two  and 
drawing  one.  He  did  not.  he  aaya.  'ag- 
peet  much  from  them;  Barlla  la  ao  cold. 
BaaMeo.  for  twenty  yaarg  1  gftva  tha 
pawn  and  two  movea  ta  tha  first  players  ' 
in  Kuropa.'  Later  la  Ufa.  when  tbe  ^ 
Napolaanle  wars  wrt*  ovgr,  and  Loiila 
I^lllipe  had  coma  to  the  throne,  Des- 
chapelles  took  to  gardening.  Of  course, 
he  raised  flner  malans  than  any  otber 
grower,  and  his  fruit  fraqueatly  went 
to  tha  Klnra  table.

a  hurry.  HanuCactursFS,  not  mer^y  in 
thU  country,  but  ia  all  parts  of  ths 
worM— espoctolly  the  United  Btataa— 
were  deluged  with  orders  for  supplies 
of  every  eaacalvable  sofT  And  aa  ths 
manufacturing  districts  of  Fraaofi  ware 
also  largaly  in  the  banda  of  tho  enemy. 
our  Ally,  too,  required  to  be  provtdod 
with  vast  quantltlea  of  ray  material. 
So,  too,  with  Russia,  Serbia,  and  later 
on  with  Italy.  The  Brltleh  Fleet  kept 
the  seas  open,  and  Oreat  Britain  t>ecaR»e 
more  and  more  tlie  workahop  of  tba 
Alllea  at  tbe  vrr  moment  when  her 
main  laduatriea  were  crying  out  for 
tabor  to  replace  tha  man  who  bad  left 
toalr  tradea  to  Joto  tbe  colors.  Volun- 
taryiam  is  a  magnlflcent  ideal,  and  it 
was  volunuryism  which  flUod  tho  ranks 
of  Kitchener'a  Army  and  replaatobed  the 
Territorial  battalions.  Probably  there 
was  not  a  aingle  expert  at  the  War 
OfBce  who  had  ever  suppoaod  before 
tbe  war  tbat  pure  VolunUrism  oouM 
raise,  say,  two  million  men,  or  tbat 
with  out  a  measure  of  direct  general 
compulelon  nearly  four  rallUon  men 
wouM  answer  tbe  call.  But  that  a  very 
heavy  price  bad  to  be  paid  for  the  re-* 
cniltment  of  thousands  of  skilled  men, 
who  could  best  have  served  the  country 
by  remaining  at  work,  only  began  to  be 
realised  In  tbe  Spring  of  1016.  Tbe  mar- 
tial enthualasm  which-  swept  men  out 
of  the  mines,  the  railways,  tbe  engl-

It  Was  Mr.  "Lloyd  George,  then  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer,  who,  in  a  re- 
markable speech  delivered  rather  more 
than  m  year  ago.  drew  pointed  attention 
to  tbe  need  for  discrimination  in  re- 
Crttitlng: 

.  1  think  the  Aillwl  countries  ought  to 
determine  the  part  which  they  wish 
^riUlh  to  play  in  combluatlon.  What 
service  can  Britain  beet  render  to  thia 
great  combination?  She  can  keep  the 
command  of  the  aea  for  the  Allies.

self, as  though  he  bad  abandoned  his 
own  sound  doctrine.  Into  that,  how- 
ever, there  Is  no  nee«l/^5~enter. 
The  Bogtaatogf  of  Aaatoty. 

Moreover,  a  year  age,  a  rather  bitter 
process  of  disillusionment  had  already 
begun.  The  British  ofTensIvs  In  March 
at  Neuve  Chapelle  had  been  followed  a 
month  later  by  the  Oerman  offenaivs, 
known  as  the  second  battle  of  Tpres, 
and  nslther  aide  had  gslned  a  success  In 
sny  way  commensurate  with  Ita  eostly 
sffort.  But  this  was  not  the  only  dis- 
appointment. It  began  to  be  whispered 
that  the  army  was  short  of  smmunitlon. 
Then  rumor  took  more  deflntte  shape. 
and  the  Shortage  was  declared  to  be 
most  s*rlo«s  In  bigh-sxploslve  shells. 
All  that  unhapy  epiaode  awaits  the  end 
of  the  war  before  It  can  be  fully  cleared 
up.

A  aaries 
of  raorulUng  raUlas  thto dghant  the 
oouatry  waa  attempted,  but  with  snoat 
dlsappotoUng  raoulta.  and  the  appolnt- 
naont  of  Lord  Derby  aa  Director  Oaaesal 
of  Boerulting  oa  October  •  waa  la  It- 
aalf  a  eenfeaalon  that  tha  aM  nMthoda 
bad  yielded  their  full  raaulti^  aad  aoald 
yield  BO  mors. 

Tbe  ahadow  of  eoanputotoa  w«a  by  thto 
time  ptotoly  vlalMe.  An  uaaBlclal  cato- 
P«Ugn  In  lU  (avar.  praaaed  with  auieh 
greater  fervor  than  dlaeretlea.  had  baan 
flereely  resented  In  other  quarters,  aad 
nowhere  mora  strongly  than  amoag  too 
trade  ^uatoa  arganlaattoaa.  whteb.  at 
their  aairoal  congroM.  hod  passed  a 
uaaalmous  reaaluttoa  agalaat  It.  It  waa 
na  sacrst  that  tha  «aeattoa  had  baan 
raised  in  tbf  Cabtoet.  or  that  Mlatotara 
were  sharply  dlvtdad— aad  that  not 
atoag  the  oM  Itoaa  of  party  elaavago. 
(or  Mr.  Lloyd  Ooorgo  bad  openly  pro- 
claimed hlmaelf  a  ooavort  to  compul- 
sion. Tho  tabor  roerulting  eommittee. 
while  sUU  resolutely  appeoed  to  oompul- 
slon.  Issued  a  striking  manlfeato  declar- 
ing their  conviction  tbat  lO.OOO  recralto 
a  weak  were  required  to  mOlntaln  at  full 
stren^tb  the  armies  ia  the  fleld.  and  cbH- 
ing  oa  trade  uniontota  to  rally  to  and 
save  tbe  voluntary  ayateai. 

Their  effort,  however,  was  soon  ihsrg- 
od  In  the  sehamo  put  forward  by  Lari 
Derby,  to  wMoh  oompulaiobtots  and  hhtl- 
oompulslonists  alike  agreed  to  give  a 
fair  and  honest  trial,  and  pisdged  them- 
selves to  do  thflr  utmost  to  make  lit  a 
success  Tha  twa  main  features  of  the 
scheme  were  (t)  tho  dIfferentiaUon  be- 
tween single  ahd  nwrried,  and  (2)  the 
ctasslflcatlon  of  rscrults  in  groups  ac- 
cording to  thair  age.  The  whole  coun- 
try was  thoroughly  canvasasd.  and  It 
was  plainly  understood  by  all  that  If  ths 
•cheme  failed  the  only  alternative  was 
s  measure  of  compulsion.  •  All  this  Is  so 
fresh  In  the  memory  of 'the  public  that 
we  need  only  recall  how.  after  a  tolrly 
promising  opening — aided  by  an  elo- 
quent letter  from  the  King,  who  waraed 
hie  people  that  the  end  was  not  In 
Bight,  and  that  "more  men  and  yet  more 
were  wanted" — the  campaign  auddenly 
fell  flat.  It  was  only  saved  from  utter 
failure  by  the  now  famous  pledge  of  the 
Prime  MIntoter  that  the  attadtod  married 
men  should  not  be  called  up  tf  any  con- 
slderabls  number  of  single  men  refrain- 
ed from  oftering  themselves,  until  other 
means  had  been  taken  to  bring  theae 
single  HMn  Into  ssrvlce.  Even  so.  It 
wss  not  until  tbe  lost  few  daya  before 
the  time  appointed  for  the  dosing-  the 
lists  that  the  great  rush  came,  when  In 
four  days— December  10-12— no  fewer 
than  1,070,47S  presented  thomsslvos  for 
attaatation.

Lord  Derby's  report,  which  was  fol- 
lowed Immediately  by  a  proclamation 
calling  up  the  second,  third,  fourth,  and 
flftb  groupa  of  the  single  men— was 
sovsrely  criticised  by  thooe  who  were 
determined  botoreband  thst  no  proof, 
however  convincing,  should  altsr  their 
inalienable  objoctlons  to  compulsion.  By 
all  eiss  It  was  admitted  thst  the  flgure 
of  OSl.lOO  unsUrrsd  single  men  un- 
accounted for  could  not  be  declared  a 
negligible  flgure,  and  the  Prime  Min- 
ister's pledge,  therefore,  became  opera- 
tive, and  called  for  a  meaaura  of  com- 
pulsion to  bring  In  the  unattested  single 
men.  Sir  John  Simon  resigned  from  the 
Oovernment.  and  iHit  himself  at  tbe  head 
of  the  opposition  party.  He  was  sup- 
port^ by  tbs  Irish  Natlonaltots  in  the 
division  on  tbe  flrat  reading  of  tbe  flrst 
Military  Service  Bill,  Introdocod  and 
passed  last  January,  but  as  Irsland  waa 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  m*as> 
ore  the  Nstionaliats  contented  them- 
aalveb  with  this  solitary  protaat.  aad 
khatalnad 'from  further  voting.

Tha  pasaing  of  the  Military  Serrica 
Bill  provoked  a  aarioah  artoto  la  tha 
Parllsmonttry  I.ahor  Pariy.  and  alaa  in 
tho  tabor  worid  ooteMe.

etal  tabor  ooagroeaaa  wer^^lled  to  dis- 
cuss the  whole  position  as  created  by 
the  new  bill,  snd  at  each  there  was  a 
large  adverse  majority  agslnat  the 
measure.  But  in  tbs  last  critical  divis- 
ion tbe  conference  determined  by  a  nar- 
row majority  not  to  carry  Its  protest  to 
tbs  point  of  actual  rsstatanoe,  and  tbe 
upshot  of  tbe  matter  was  tbat  the  three 
Labor  Ministers  remained  in  the  Coal- 
ition Oovernment.  These  events  were, 
perhaps,  the  best  vtadloatton  of  those 
who  had  advocated  extr^e  caution  In 
the  application  of  any  measure  of  com- 
pulsion. Tbe  Importance  of  carrying 
the  Lslmr  party— or  at  leaat  of  pre- 
venting its  active  boatlllty — bad  obvi- 
ously had  grsat  weight  to  the  (3ovarn- 
ment  counella. 


The  January  measure  of  compulsion 
was  expressly  limited  to  tho  fulfllment 
of  the  Prime  Minister's  Tledgs.  It  only 
applied  ta  tba  unattested  aiagla  men  or 
military  age;  snd  tbe  publication  or 
tong  departmental  Hots  of  reserved 
trades,,  the  generous  loopholes  provided 
for  the  consclsntlous  objector,  tbe  sche- 
dule of  exemptions  and  exceptions,  and 
tbe  right  of  appeal  to  the  local  tribunals, 
and  from  them  to  the  appeal  tribunals, 
smoothed  the  way — no  doubt  designedly 
— for  tiio  aoceptanoa  of  the  bill  by  the 
most  nervous  Radicals.  The  principle  of 
compulsion  was  admitted;  the  flrst  step 
had  be^  taken,  snd  It  had'  cost  moot. 

Msanwhile,  the  groups  of  the  attested 
single  men  were  yielding  such  sxceed- 
togty  meagre  results  that  one  proctama- 
tioa  speedily  followed  another.  tlU  all 
tha  single  groupe  had  been  warned  of 
their  approaching  call.  And  then,  to  tbe 
extreme  surprise  of  the  attested  married 
men,  a  proclamation  was  issued  warning 
the  early  groups  of  ths  dots  on  which 
thsy  would  be  required.  This  wsa  be' 
fore  ths  process  of  compulsion  had  ac- 
tually been  applied  to  the  unattested 
single  men.  and  a  atrong  agitation  at 
once  aprang  up  among  thooe  who  com- 
plained that  the  pledge  bad  not  boon 
kept  In  the  spirit.  It  was  also  demand- 
ed that  compulelon  should  be  applied  to 
all  married  men  alike.  A  good  deal  of 
violent  Isnguage  waa  tadulged  In;  Mr. 
Asqulth  snd  I^ord  Derby  were  accused 
af  not  ^keeping  faith.  Many  complained 
tbat  thsy  had  been  deceived  by  tbe  can- 
vassers, and  had  attested  In  consequence 
of  asaurancss.  afterwards  pronounced  to 
be  unauthorised;  targe  numbcra  had  ob- 
vtoualy  atteated  In  tbe  flrm  belief  that 
their  sarvlcaa  would  never  be  required. 
Undoubtedly  they  had  a  genuine  griev- 
ance to  the  extent  thst  they  wore  called 
up  eonal4frably  earlier  than  they  had 
baan  led  to  expect,  hut  thia  waa  due,  aa 
LaPd  Xltehener  frankly  admlttad,  to 
tollltary  naoeaelty.  and  aleo  to  the  too 
generous  claaalfleatlons  of  reserved  oc- 
cupationa. 

Draatte  eteps  were  taken  te  revise 
thaaa  Hsta;  more  atringant  regulations 
wore  taid  down  to  the  dellniUon  of  "In- 
dtoponaabllity.'*  and  arrangomonta  ware 
nuido  tot.  "combtog  out"  of  tho  raoorv^ 
oocupationa  more  young  men  of  military 
aga  who  had  taken  rsfuga  within  thorn 
to  order  to  eecapo  military  serVlca.
